Place the glassin acool dark place to encourage 
root growth. When the glasses are nearly full of roots admit them to the light 
gradua'ly, and then to the sunniest place at command till the flower spikes are 


CULTURE IN PoTS —The best scil to use sa compost of good fibrous loam 
with a liberal addition of leaf soil, sharp sandand well decayed cow manure, 
The whole should be well mixed and left to stand some time before use, 

In potting leave the top of the bulb just exposed, and let the soil be mode-- 
ately moist. The pots should then, at once be placed outdoors on a bed of wet 
ashes aud covered with six inches of the same material or, good garden soil 
and left exposed tothe weathers. When the bulbs ave well rooted aud about an 
tuch of the top growth has been made, they may be removed indoors to force, 
firstinto a subdued light until the blanched foliage has attained its full green 
color and then into the sunniest situation at command. Abundance of air, a 
moderately moist atmosphere and plenty of waterat the roots is then necessary 
for early, Well developed flower spikes. A dry or frosty atmosphere or a draughty 
sttuation willcause the flower buds to shrivel, Forcing should only be done 
gently, the temperature not exceeding 70 degrees.

If finely developed trusses and rich colors are preferred to very early flowers 
the Hvacinth shou!a not be forced, but be leftoutdoors longer to develop, and 
then be removed toa mild temperature like that ofa cool g-eenhouse a sitting

CULTURE IN GLASSES.—Pure clear water should be used with a pieceor two 
of charcoal in it to keep the wacer sweet. The base of the bulb should at all

well developed. Avoid a too dry or frosty atmosphere or a draughtly situation, 
as such conditions will often cause the flower buds to shrivel up. 

CULTURE IN BEDS AND BORDERS.—For its successful cu'tivation in the open 
air, the Hyacinth likes a light, rich soil, which should be dug to a depth of 18 
inches previous to planting the bulbs, the addition of sharp sand being recom- 
mended if the soil is very heavy. The ground should also be effectually drained. 
After digging the ground well, remove the top soil toa depth of 4 inches, and 
set the bulbs at equal distances of 6 to 8 inches apart, then cover them with the 
soil which had peen removed and press and level the same with board or plank. 
From the time of their appearing above ground in spring they require little or 
no attention, but a slight covering of small litter or straw may be used with ad- 
vantage in very expused situations in severe weather, 

APTER TREAIMENT.—When done flowering, cut down the flower and con- 
tinue watering a lowing the leaves to return their nutriment to the bulb, When 
the leaves have become ary, the plant should he taken up and dried in some 
sunny place for a week or so, and (hen stored in dry sand for next season. 
Bu'bs that have fowered in water are only suit b’e tor planting out of doors 
afterwards.

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


Somie previous cultivation, or at least a thorough turning over should be 
given Aclayey loam isthe best foundation tor a good lawn. - Let the surface 
be graded to the level wanted in all parts and well rolled—a light raking follow- 
ing this will prepare for the seed sowing, which should be done as early in the 
spring as the ground can be wo:ked, provided the ground has not already been 
prepared in the fail, The very best time, the ground being in order, is about 
Aprilrst. Three to four bushels per acre shou'd be sown; the latteramount is 
best, for the young plautsare but small, anyway, and if thick, cover the ground 
better and make a smoother and mo-e even turf. Never sow oats or other 
grains—you can’cassist a weak plant by crowding it witha strong one. Mowing 
should be doneat leist once a weck in favorable growing weather,and even in 
dry weather it shou’d be cut twice a month. Do not allow the clippings to 
reniain on the ground, except they are very short.
